Several hundred dollars will be 
needed to bring this book, of 
probably 140 pages, off the press 
in the first edition of 2,00 
copies. But the printer had an 
opportunity to buy fine book pa. 
per reasonably, I had peace in 
my heart about the matter. and 
I gave him the manuscript to he- 
gin setting type. 

Monday morning the printer 
sent word that he had used up 
about all his linotype metal and 
would have to have money t9 
buy more (it will take seventy- 
five or eighty dollars worth of 
type metal for this one book). 
I had just sent a check for thirty 
dollars to the radio, twenty dol'ars 
for the printing of gospel book- 
lets, paid other small bills and 
had no money at hand. I sent 
him word that I would ste him 
soon, but had no money yet. 

WE CALLED ON GOD 

Four workers were in the 
church office, my brother Bili, 
Mrs. J. A. Middleton, Viola Wal- 
den, and Lola Mae Bradshaw. I 
called all them to my study and 
put the matter before them. I 
supposed I could borrow the 
money but that would be n> spe- 

‘-l evidence of the favor of God. 

We could delay the printing, bu‘ 
the Lor’! had so definitely pressed 
on my lfeart to hasten the matter 
that some nights I had not been 
able to sleep. So I asked these 
four if they felt like asking God 
to supply money that day for 
enough linotype metal to con- 
tinue he work. To all of us it 
seemed to be the will of Gcd and 
we agreed to pray. 

We agreed that if God did 
not give some special indication 
of His favor, I would not borrow 
the money but would wait for 
further light. If God _ should 
send, very soon, enough money to 
proceed with the work for the 
time being, we would take it as 

yf that the Tord was 
pleased to have the book pub- 
lished ngw and that He was thus 
agreeing to put His favor upon 
the work and see it through. 

We had a quiet circle of prayer 
in which all five of us* prayed.

One 
family in the state of Washing- 
ton sent a money order for

A eashier’s check came in an 
envelope with no return audress, 
no name, no letter..Others arder- 
ed sermons and subscribed for 
this paper, and there was one 
other offering oof one dolla’. 
Again we thanked the Lord and 
I carried $15.89 to the printer 
to keep the work golng on 


It will take more monev every 
few days to get the book in 
print, but we have put the mat.
